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Sir: 



In the Notice of Allowance mailed April 6, 2005 the Examiner states in his 
Reasons for Allowance that the reference Ando (US 5,717,641) does not teach a 
second storing means but it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention to provide such second storing means. 
Applicants maintain that one of ordinary skill in the art would not consider the 
teachings of Ando to include a second storing means since Ando does not teach a 
second storing means nor does Ando suggest providing a second storing means. 
Further, no other references have been provided that teach or suggest using a 
second storing means as claimed.
